Investigation  by  the  Metropolitan 
Police  Department  (MPD),  WDC,  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
'^Investigation  (FBI),  at  the  Indian  Embassy  Annex  after  the 
stabbing  reflected  no  information  relating  to  the  Individual 
responsible  for  the  assault  on  Koteswar. 

On  November  28,  1977,  the  Indian  Embassy,  WDC, 
received  a threatening  letter  signed  by  the  Universal 
Proutist  Revolutionary  Federation  (UPRF),  North  American 
Command,  United  States  Division,  which  demanded  the  unconditional 
release  of  P.R.  Sarkar  a^d,  stated  that  if  this  was  not  done
